Walpurgis night, the night bet¬ 
ween April 30 and May 1, is ce¬ 
lebrated in an ancient tradition 
which reaches back to medieval 
times and earlier, and which still 
flourishes in parts of the world 
though sometimes the history of 
its origins is diffused. It is ob¬ 
served enthusiastically in Sweden, 
where it is called Valborgsmassoaf- 
ton — the Eve of St. Valborgs 
Mass. The Swedish version is much 
milder than the Walpurgis Nacht 
of 'German legend, the night when 
the witches hold their fantastic 
convocations on the Hartz Moun¬ 
tains as described in Faust. 

The legend is about St. Walpur¬ 
gis, also known as Walburga, or 
Valborg. She was a Saxon prin¬ 
cess, born in Sussex, England, in 
the first part of the eight century. 
She had two brothers, who also be¬ 
came saints. With them she went 
to Germany to devote her life to 
the conversion of the heathen Ger¬ 
mans. She founded the nunnery at 
Bichofsheim, and was abbess of the 
double monastery of Heidenheim, 
Eichstatt, Where she died about 
776. From the stone tomb where 
she was buried is said to have 
floved an oil alleged to be end¬ 
owed with miraculous curative pro¬ 
perties. 

The day of St. Valborg is May 
1, and it is possible that its ob¬ 
servance became a substitute for 
the pagan festivals held previously 
whieh were formal tributes to the 
return of Spring. 

It is traditional to have huge 
bonfires on a high spot where one 
can look across the valley and see 
other fires welcoming the Spring. 
The gathering of all the waste and 
dead wood and the litter of the 
winter months is part of the fun 
and symbolism of the event. 

This bonfire was mainly a thing 
for the young people. The biggest 
bonfires and celebrations were 
those built by students and groups 
of older youths who would use it 
as a focal point for gatherings and 
outings, and who would sit around 
the bonfire and sing all the joy¬ 
ful songs of youth and the hymns 
to spring and the springtime of 
life.

MONTREAL CHURCH MUST 
MOVE 

The Norwegian Seamen’s Church 
in Montreal will have to move from 
its present location due to antici¬ 
pated expropriation of the property 
in the near future. 

A Fund Raising Committee, 
which has been set up to collect 
funds to build a new Church, hopes 
to receive financial support from 
firms having connections with 
Scandinavian vessels and from 
friends of the Seamens Church. 
Any donation, large or small, will 
be gratefully received. 

The Norwegian Seamens Church 
of Montreal, is a branch of the 
Norwegion Seamens mission under 
the Patronage of His Majesty, King 
Olav V. The Mission was founded 
in 1864 in Bergen, where its Head¬ 
quarters still reside. 

The mission operates 35 seamens 
churches at major ports all over 
the world, and the purpose is 
to administer spiritually and so¬ 
cially to the welfare of all sea¬ 
men serving on board Norweg¬ 
ian and other Scandinavian ves¬ 
sels. The total annual budget 
it at present 8 million Nor¬ 
wegian kroner. Aside from a small¬ 
er Government grant towards the 
salaries of the seamens pastor, the 
cost of the operation is met by 
private contributions — from 3000 
ladies aid societies, shipowners, 
seamen and friends in Norway and 
ports abroad. 

The port of Montreal is visited by 
an increasing number of Norwegian 
and Scandinavian ships, and last 
year 1,100 Scandinavian ships stop¬ 
ped at Montreal, out of which 767 
where under the Norwegian flag. 
-As a result the present quarters 
at the Mission, located at 1892 Dor¬ 
chester Boulevard, have become 
totally inadequate. In addition we 
are confronted with expropriation 
due to city planning, and' we must 
be ready to move on very short 
notice. In view of this, the Build¬ 
ing Committee has already secured 
a conveniently located lot at the 
Comer of St. Catherine and Iber¬ 
ville Streets, and is now faced with 
the problem of raising funds for 
building the new Church. 

Including the lot the project is 
estimated at Can. $250,000.00. We 
have received a grant from Head- 
to pay for the lot. Locally $13,000.00 
quarters in the amount of $53,000.00

Friday, April 14th was a memor¬ 
able day for all citizens with Ice¬ 
landic background, when the Chair¬ 
man of the Canadian (Icelandic) 
Centennial Committee, Dr. P. H. 
T. Thorlakson of Winnipeg, pre¬ 
sented the Leifr Eirikson plaque. 
This gift, a centennial token from 
Canadians of Icelandic descent was 
accepted by the Right Honorable 
Lester B. Pearson Prime Minister 
of Canada, on behalf of the citizens 
of Canada. 

The presentation and ceremony 
took place in the New National Lib¬ 
rary and Archives Building on Wel¬ 
lington Street in Ottawa. Till peo¬ 
ple of Icelandic descent were ex¬ 
tended an invitation to be present, 
and to attend a reception in Room 
263 of the Senate Chambers spon¬ 
sored by Senator W. M. Benedick- 
son, P.C., and Senator G. S. Thor- 
valdson, Q.C. The LEIFR EIRICKS- 
SON PLAQUE is a magnificent 
work of art in bronze about four 
feet six inches high, by seven feet 
wide; and commemorates the early 
voyages of Bjarni Herjolfsson and 
Leifr Eiricksson to the Eastern At¬ 
lantic seaboard of North America. 
The Committee wishes to encour¬ 
age further donations to this worth¬ 
while project, and expresses ap¬ 
preciation for all those who have 
donated and sent enthusiastic let¬ 
ters supporting this Centennial Pro¬ 
ject. 

On Sunday, September 3, 1967, 
Sweden’s nearly 8 million people 
will change from left to right hand 
traffic, thus leaving the United 
Kingdom and the Republic of Ire¬ 
land the only European countries 
still adhering to left-hand traffic.

The Government has asked Par¬ 
liament promptly to approve in 
principle a plan for establishment 
of Norway’s third university, to be 
located in Trondheim. (The other 
two are Oslo University and Bergen 
University.) Educational buildings 
planned at Trondheim are estim¬ 
ated to cost some 250 million kron¬ 
er. In addition, the state would 
contribute 100 million kroner to¬ 
ward new student housing. 

According to the Government 
bill, the new university would be 
based on the present Norwegian 
Institute of Technology, the Nor¬ 
wegian Teacher’s College, the Roy¬ 
al Norwegian Scientific Society and 
its museum. The scope, however, 
would be broadened to provide 
higher education in the humanities, 


more aware of the facilities at the 
Centre. 

Tom Nielsen, whose personality, 
grace and charm has permeated 
the Centre for the past three years, 
will continue as Manager, which 
I am sure will be welcomed by 
shareholders and customers alike. 

Tom and his good wife Vera will 
be taking a much needed holiday 
in Denmark this summer. I would 
like, at this time, to wish them 
a very happy holiday and a safe 
return. 

I feel confident, that with the 
full support of the Directors we 
will be able to achieve the object¬ 
ives, necessary for the continued 
success of the Centre.

social science, and natural science, 
as well as all branches of engi¬ 
neering and architecture. Initially, 
medicine would not be included in 
the curriculum. The reason for this 
is that the Government plans to 
propose Tromso as the location for 
establishment of Norway’s third 
medical school. 

The Ministry of Church and Edu¬ 
cation bill says the first expansion 
stage is aimed at giving Trond¬ 
heim University a total capacity 
of some 7,000 students. The three 
institutions on which the univer¬ 
sity would be based have today 
a combined enrollment of some 
4,100 students. The present per¬ 
sonnel of some 900 teachers and 
technicians would be approximately 
doubled in the initial stage.

VASA GLIMPSES 
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MAKES MONEY 
DOT OF DIRT 

When Finn Petersen arrived in 
Edmonton from his native Den¬ 
mark 11 years ago toe couldn’t 
speak a word of English. 

He took a job with Standard Iron 
as a laborer and worked his way 
up to machinist. 

Meantime, he and his wife were 
working as part-time janitors for 
the newly formed Scandinavian 
Janitor’s Service. 

Twenty months later, Mr. Peter¬ 
sen had mastered enough English 
to land a job with Joe Healy as a 
car salesman for Healy Motors. 

BOUGHT FIRM 

In 1958, two years after his ar¬ 
rival, he bought out the janitor busi¬ 
ness and began to build it up in 
earnest. His business has doubled 
each year since then. In 1959 the 
gross turnover was $12,000; to day 
it tops $2,000,000. 

From a company with 18 em¬ 
ployees it has grown to a group of 
firms which by April will be em¬ 
ploying 500 persons — about half 
on a full-time basis. 

Scandinavian specializes in com¬ 
mercial contracts. At present they 
are servicing about 250 contracts 
in Edmonton, Calgary and Van¬ 
couver. 

BIGGEST CONTRACT 

The biggest contract to date is 
for Simon Fraser University. De¬ 
tails for the complete janitorial 
service were worked out by Mr. 
Petersen, submitted to the univer¬ 
sity and accepted with only minor 
modifications. 

This is the largest contract of 
its kind ever let in Western Can¬ 
ada, says Mr. Petersen, and will 
average about $25,000 a month. 

To handle a job like this requires 
about $40,000 worth of equipment 
he says. 

The Edmonton International Air¬ 
port, which Scandinavian also ser¬ 
vices, requires about $20,000 worth 
of equipment. 

BIG INVESTMENT 

The company has a total invest¬ 
ment in machinery of between 
$125,000 and $150,000, including 19 
service vehicles. 

An automatic floor scrubber, for 
example, runs between $4,500 and 
$5,000. But it pays for itself in 
saved time and labor. 

The cost of janitorial services has 
declined in the last five years, says 
Mr. Petersen. The main reasons 
are increased mechanization, better 
waxes and other cleaning products, 
better methods and most important 
better management techniques. 

STOLE MANAGER 

To handle this end of the busi¬ 
ness, Mr. Petersen “stole” the 
manager of Edmonton Industrial 
Airport from the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

“After 20 years of running air¬ 
ports”, grinned Ian Macaskill, 
“it’s a bit of a change. But basical¬ 
ly the management concepts are 
the same.” 

Later this month another federal 
government employee will join the 
firm. He is Oby Ness, a 14 year 
veteran with the D.P.W. and D.O.T. 
It will be his job to set up a train¬ 
ing program, analyse new products, 


FINLAND 
PUSHES TRADE 

Finland’s trade commissioner to 
Canada hopes to see imports from 
his country triple within the next 
five years. 

At present says Lasse Oka, Can¬ 
adians import about $3 million 
worth of goods a year from Fin¬ 
land. In turn, Canada ships about 
$5 to $7 million worth of goods to 
Finland. 

One of the biggest areas for in¬ 
creased trade, he said Wednesday 
is in metal products. Woodworking 
machinery, industrial cranes and 
“a lot of our instruments” are aL 
ready finding a market in Canada. 

ADVANCED ART 

Shipbuilding is an advanced art 
in Finland, where the largest ice 
oreakers in Europe have been 
built. Mr. Oka, whose headquarters 
are in Montreal, suggested Canada 
might be in the market for some 
of these to “keep the port of Mont¬ 
real open in the winter.” 

Finland is also a fashion and tex¬ 
tile centre. This year the tjny : 
Scandinavian nation began export¬ 
ing ladies shoes and boots to Can¬ 
ada. There are “some possibilities” 
that clothing might find a market 
here, but most Finnish manufac¬ 
turers are too small, said Mr. Oka. 

Sporting goods, particularly fish¬ 
ing lures, find a ready market in 
Canada. Only the United States im¬ 
ported more lures from Finland 
than did Canada in 1966. 

Mr. Oka is Finland’s first trade 
commissioner to Canada. He ar¬ 
rived here Dec. 1, 1965 and since 
that time has spent about 50 per 
cent of his time working on the 
Scandinavian Pavilion at Expo ’67. 

The prime reason for his western 
trip is to promote Finland’s parti¬ 
cipation in Expo. He hopes to make 
a return visit later this summer 
with a group of businessmen and 
possibly Finland’s minister of 
trade.

TEMPTING 

TOURISTS 

Denmark is a country of white 
beaches, gentle fjords, lovely fields 
and woods and moated castles, a 
peninsula jutting into the blueness 
of the North Sea. 

But for tourists 'on an exciting

3. Rosenborg castle, a beautiful 
renaissance palace created by 
King Christian TV. Now a museum, 
the castle stands in the midst of 
the King’s Gardens — lovely flower 
beds and walks lined with sculp¬ 
ture, including the famous statue 
of Hans Christian Andersen. 

4. Kongens Nytorv (the King’s 
New Market), a large, attractive 
square with flower beds and trees 
forming a huge circle. Here can 
be seen Charlottenborg, the royal 
Academy of Art. On picturesque 
Nyhavn, the waterfront district, are 
rows of yellow, red, blue green and 
white buildings which are seamen’s 
hotels and cafes. Hans Christian 
Andersen lived here as a young 
man.

New Nuclear Reactor 

Dedicated 

In a ceremony at Kjeller, some 
15 miles northeast-of Oslo, Indust¬ 
ry Minister S. Walter Rostoft de¬ 
dicated Norway’s new 2,000 kilo¬ 
watt atomic research reactor. 
JEEP II is a replacement for 
JEEP I which has operated con¬ 
tinuously since 1951. Built and de¬ 
signed by Norway’s Institute for 
Atomic Energy — IAE — in co¬ 
operation with Noratom A/S, Oslo, 
JEEP II has cost 16,660,000 kroner. 

According to IAE directoi Gun- 
nar Randers, the new reactor will 
make it possible to meet the in¬ 
creasing demand for radioactive 
isotopes to Norwegian hospitals, 
industry, agriculture, and research. 
IAE now receives some 5,000 iso¬ 
tope orders annually. Sales amount 
to 1 million kroner.
